Dr.  Philip  McCuire.  a  history  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Humanities,  has  published  a  new  hook  for  1993-94.  It  is 
entitled  Taps  for  a  lim  Crow  Army  While  doing  research  at 
the  National  Archives,  he  discovered  hundreds  of  docu- 
ments detailing  the  lives  of  Black  soldiers  during  World  War 
If  The  documents  recorded  the  abuses  and  injustices  e\pe- 
nenced  by  the  soldiers.  This  is  (he  first  time  that  these  letters 
have  been  compiled  into  one  volume.  The  stories  provide  a 
powerful  illustration  of  integration,  and  confirm  many  of  the 
discriminatory  practices  shared  by  Black  soldiers.  The 
theme  that  Dr.  McGuire  wrote  about  is  the  color  ban 
Blacks  encountered  during  the  1940s,  and  of  how  toda\ 
skin  color  does  not  prevent  Black  soldiers  from  having  sui  - 
sful  military  careers.  It  took  several  years  for  Dr 
McCuire  to  research  and  publish  his  book,  but  it  is  an 
accomplishment  that  the  FSU  family  is  proud  of.  Dr 
McCuire  is  a  graduate  of  Howard  University  in  Washing- 
ton. D.  C.
